2* It teems to me that the beet procedure would be to 
lean over backwards in any search procedures developed for 
suspect vessels. I would be prepared to accept simple 
boarding, reading of the log, and escorting the vessel outside 
U. S. territorial waters with instructions not to return. In 
this way there would be no opportunity to uncover any senei- 
tive communications equipment and at the same time we 
would not create suspicion by searching the entire vessel 
and patently avoiding the communications setup. 

I. If the foregoing makee sense, please take appro- 
priate action with Admiral Taylor and see that necessary 
instructions are iasued. Please also inform General Davis 
of NSA.
